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O} April 9, 1992, the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs outlined a comprehensive strategy 
to speed up land-use planning decisions that 
would be environmentally sound and would 
support Ontario’s economic recovery.

Key Policies: 


Provincial high priority agricultural lands include the following: 
1. specialty crop lands; 


2. lands where soils classes 1,2,3 and 4 predominate, as defined in the Canada 
Land Inventory of Soil Capability for Agriculture; and 


3. additional areas of ongoing viable agriculture 


Provincially significant agricultural areas are to be placed in an agricultural designa- 
tion in the municipal official plan, and uses within the designation are to be limited 
to agriculture, agricultural related uses and compatible uses.

Local Architectural Advisory Committee: A Local Architectural Advisory Committee 
(LACAC) is a committee of five or more people which may be set up by a municipal 
council under section 28 of the Ontario Heritage Act, 1974. The function of the com- 
mittee is to advise the council on local heritage matters and to assist the council in 
carrying out its heritage conservation programme. 


Notice: The Ontario Heritage Act, 1974 contains detailed provisions relating to noti- 
fication of the actions and proposed actions of municipal councils, specifying the 
circumstances in which notice must be given, parties who must receive it, the man- 
ner of notification and the content of notices. 


Designating By-Law: Section 29 of the Ontario Heritage Act, 1974, empowers 
municipal councils to pass by-laws designating property within the municipality to 
be of architectural or historical value or interest. 


Registration: Section 27 of the Ontario Heritage Act, 1974, requires that if any prop- 
erties within a municipality have been designated under Part IV of the Act the clerk 
of that municipality must keep a Register of Designated Properties. 


Conservation Review Board: The Conservation Review Board is established by 
section 24 of the Ontario Heritage Act, 1974. Its function is to hold hearings and 
make recommendations to municipal councils regarding the advisability of various 
actions or proposed actions of councils under the Act. 


Effects of Designation: Effects described include: restrictions on alterations; restric- 
tions on demolition or removal; effects on previously issued permits; related 
offenses and penalties.

* — This guideline is designed to assist municipalities in determining the status of avail- 
able capacity at their water and sewage treatment facilities and in monitoring this 
capacity on an ongoing basis.

Guideline on Separation Distance Between Industrial 
Facilities and Sensitive Land Uses (Interim Position)

* This guideline provides assistance to prevent encroachment of sensitive land uses 
and industrial facilities on one another. 


¢ Separation of incompatible land uses is the recommended approach. Recommend- 
ed separation distances are intended to supplement, not replace, adequate controls 
at the industrial facility and to safeguard against fugitive emissions (for which there 
is no practical means of control), process upsets, and breakdown or malfunction of 
technical controls and/or spills.

Lake Simcoe Environmental Management Strategy

The Lake Simcoe Environmental Management Strategy (LSEMS) provides the frame 
work for the establishment of remedial measures for Lake Simcoe water quality and fish- 
eries. This frame work is outlined through a series of recommendations, based ona 
number of studies, identifying the immediate remedial action, water quality monitoring 
and future research requirements. 


Phosphorus loading was identified as the main water quality concern in Lake Simcoe. 
The LSEMS recommendations constitute an integrated phosphorus control strategy. 
One of the main recommendations of LSEMS, adopted by MOEE, is recommendation 
C.6. which prohibits any increase in total phosphorus loading entering the lake from 
municipal or industrial water pollution control plants until the lake’s response to an 
increase in phosphorus loading can be reliably predicted. 


The LSEMS establishes an administrative structure to insure that the water quality pro- 
tection and enhancement programs are carried out in an integrated and comprehensive 
manner. 


Since 1990 the Lake Simcoe Region Conservation Authority has become the lead 
agency in LSEMS. 


Objectives of LSEMS : 
¢« The determination of phosphorus inputs to Lake Simcoe. 


* The identification and evaluation of measures designed to reduce the annual input 
to the lake from agricultural sources. 


« The establishment of base line physical, chemical and biological data to facilitate: 
- future evaluation of Lake Simcoe water quality, 
- determination of long range water quality trends, and 


- measurement of the effectiveness of adopted remedial measures.

The policy also sets a target of providing for at least 25 per- 
cent of new housing as “affordable” housing. Affordable house prices and rents are 
established in an "Information Bulletin" released on an annual basis. 


Identify and adopt strategies to increase the supply of housing in existing urban 
areas through residential intensification by: (using specified criteria) designating 
areas in the official plan where certain types of intensification will be permitted; and, 
adopting zoning provisions which would also permit accessory apartments and 
rooming houses. 


Monitor how the provisions of the policy statement are being met.

Guidelines on Noise and New Residential 
Development Adjacent to Freeways

The Guidelines were introduced in April, 1979 by the Ministers of Housing and Trans- 
portation to control the noise in outdoor areas of new residential developments near 
freeways. 


The purpose of the guidelines is to ensure that sufficient data is made available by a 
developer to the approving authority demonstrating the achievement of the lowest 
technically, administratively and economically practicable noise levels for new resi- 
dential development in accordance with the provincial policy. 


The policy sets an objective of 55 decibels as an outdoor noise level in residential 
developments adjacent to freeways. 


Where the outdoor noise level is likely to be excessive, the developer must demon- 
strate that measures will be taken to get as close as possible to this objective level 
of 55 decibels. 


In cases where the outdoor noise level exceeds 70 decibels residential development 
will be prohibited. In August 1980 a complementary document, “ Land Use Planning 
for Noise Control in Residential Communities” was published. The publication 
describes some techniques which could be used to reduce the noise impact.

The Parkway Belt West Plan is a provincial land use plan covering approximately 50,000 
acres of land in 14 local and 5 regional municipalities between Hamilton and Markham.

exceeds a certain level and permits these uses subject to adequate sound insula- 
tion at a lower level:

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Title: Wetlands Policy Statement 


Ministry: Natural Resources, Municipal Affairs 


Summary: The purpose of the Wetlands Policy Statement is to provide protection for all Provincially 
Significant Wetlands in Ontario. The policy is divided into two parts: 


* — In the Great Lakes - St. Lawrence Region, no development shall be permitted on 
Provincially Significant Wetlands. Development may be permitted on adjacent lands 
with an Environmental Impact Study, if it does not result in any of the following: 


- loss of wetland functions; 


- subsequent demand for future development which will negatively impact on 
existing wetland functions; 


- conflict with existing site-specific wetland management practices; and, 
loss of contiguous wetland area. 


* — Inthe Boreal Region, development may be permitted within Provincially Significant 
Wetlands with an Environmental Impact Study, if it does not result in any of the 
following: 


- loss of wetland functions; 


- subsequent demand for future development which will negatively impact on 
existing wetland functions; and, 


- conflict with existing site-specific wetland management practices.

A Manual of Implementation Guidelines for the

The Wetlands Implementation Guidelines are designed to assist in the implementation of 
the Wetlands Policy Statement. The goals of the Wetlands Policy are to ensure that 
Provincially Significant Wetlands are identified and adequately protected through the 
land use planning process and not result in a loss of Provincially Significant Wetlands. 


The Guidelines discuss the application of the policy statement and provide approaches 
for official plan policies, comprehensive zoning bylaws and amendments and other zon- 
ing provisions, and the subdivision of land to protect wetlands in the Great Lakes - St. 
Lawrence Region and the Boreal Region. The implementation guidelines also discuss 
the requirements of an Environment Impact Study (EIS). 


The options identified in these Guidelines are not all inclusive. It is expected that individ- 
ual approaches which best suit specific wetlands will continue to be applied in 
consultation with the Ministries of Natural Resources and Municipal Affairs.

Flood Plain Planning Policy Statement

The objectives of the Flood Plain Planning Policy are: 


* — to prevent loss of life; 
¢ to minimize property damage and social disruption; and 


¢ to encourage a co-ordinated approach to the use of the land and the management 
of water. 


The flood standards used to define flood plain limits result from one of the following 
storm centred events: 


¢ Hurricane Hazel storm (1954): 
¢« Timmins storm (1961); 
¢ 100 year flood. 


The policy requires municipalities and planning boards to show and/or describe flood 
plain lands in their official plans and incorporate policies pertaining to new development 
which are consistent with the intent of this policy statement. Where there is no official 
plan, the municipality’s zoning by-law should reflect the intent of the policy. 


The policy identifies a one-zone concept which prohibits or restricts new development in 
the flood plain. Where the one-zone concept cannot be applied or portions of the flood 
plains could potentially be safely developed, a two-zone concept may be appropriate. 
The policy provides for identification of the floodway and the flood fringe. New develop- 
ment is prohibited or restricted in the floodway. However, new development may be 
permitted in the flood fringe provided it is appropriately flood-proofed and protected from 
the risk of flooding. 


Where the above policy approaches are not possible, the municipality may apply for spe- 
cial policy area status and include policies in their official plan indicating the 
circumstances under which new development may be permitted.

These Implementation Guidelines assist in further explaining the Flood Plain Policy 
Statement. They present various options and approaches for incorporating flood plain 
management into the land use planning process. The options and approaches identified 
in the guidelines are not all inclusive. They recognize that a certain approach may be 
acceptable in one area under certain circumstances but may not be acceptable in a dif- 
ferent area or under a different set of circumstances. The intent of the guidelines is to 
ensure that the approach proposed by a municipality has been developed with due con- 
sideration to local conditions and that it reflects the intent of the Flood Plain Policy 
Statement. 


The guidelines provide an explanation of the application of the one-zone and two-zone 
concepts in the Flood Plain Planning Policy Statement and the factors to be considered 
when applying these approaches. In addition, procedures for the approval of special pol- 
icy areas and flood proofing requirements are discussed in detail. 


These Implementation Guidelines, together with the companion Technical Guidelines 
designed to assist in the computation of flood flows and the delineation of flood plains, 
are key tools for effective flood plain management in Ontario.

mineral aggregates are essential non-renewable natural resources and should be 
recognized as important components in any comprehensive land use or resource 
management program;

all parts of Ontario possessing mineral aggregates have a shared responsibility for 
meeting future potential demand; 


notwithstanding the need for mineral aggregates, it is essential to ensure that 
extraction is carried out with minimal social and environmental cost; 


it is necessary to maintain sources of supply as close to markets as possible until 
such time as long distance transportation may become feasible; 


other land uses may in specific instances, take precedence over aggregate extrac- 
tion, including wayside pits and quarries; 

wayside pits and quarries are needed on a temporary basis and often at short 
notice to supply mineral aggregates for certain projects of public authorities; 


municipalities should encourage the concept of extraction as an interim land use 
activity. 


The Mineral Aggregates Resources Policy Statement encourages municipalities to iden- 
tify and protect as much of its mineral aggregate resources as is practicable, in the 
context of other land use planning objectives, to supply local, regional and provincial 
needs.
